The catalog lists special education materials 
identified by approximately 500 special educators (through the 
Teacher Initiated Materials Evaluation Process) as effective with 
handicapped aid gifted children. The evaluation process is built on 
the premise that teachers in contact with handicapped children know 
the most effective materials. Materials identified by this process 
are arranged oy exceptionality area, age level, and curriculum area,

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IN rUODUCTION 

The purpose ot lhi> puhiiealion is U) Ust effect ive special education 
niaiiTials so thai special educators can easily beKin a niaLerials selt^c- 
lion search. All of the material reported is material which; \) 
respondents own and use daily with children and, 2) respondents 
believe will he effective in similar teaching situations. 

'rhe problem of identifying and evaluating effective special materials 
IS, indeed.^ a complex (;ne. Many materials evaluation prcjcedures ha\'e 
been developed, riowever. most of these ettorts have been found want- 
ing due to high cost, extensive time requirements, lack of appropriate 
evaluative criteria, subjective factors which determine material ef- 
ficacy and a host of other i)r()blems A closely related problem is simp- 
ly determining which materials should bo evaluated, ^rhis problem is 
further compounded by the large number of vendors offering special 
education and related materials. Our office has identified 1200 special 
education vendors and. undoubtedly, many others exist. 

Wo believe our office has developed a mechanism for identifying effec- 
ti\'e special education materials without encountering the above men- 
tioned problems. The solution is, as are many solutions, surprisingh- 
simple. The procedure is called the Teacher Initiated Materials K valua- 
tion (TIMK) Process. The TIMK Process is based on the premise that 
spec;ai educators working directly with children each have recommen- 
dations regarding the materials they are using and have used. This in- 
formation can be compiled and used by other special educators sear- 
ching for effective materials. 

Early this school year. TIMK Reporting Forms were sent to all In- 
diana Directors of Special Education, communis agency executives, 
and universities. Copies of the reporting form were also distributed 
through the IFCKC \ewsletLer. The reporting forms, in postcard for- 
mat to facilitate prompt response, were completed and returned by 
nearly 500 special educators. Each reporting form asked for effective 
materials to be identified by title, publisher, subject area, recommend- 
ed exceptionality area and recommended level. Also, each respondent 
was asked to provide contact data so that firsthand information could 
be obtained from them directly. 

The contents of this publication are arranged by exceptionality area, 
level and curricular area. Thus, to identify effective reading programs 
reported for use with primary -aged learning disabled students, one 
would locate the Primary-Intermediate Learning Disabled section. 
Within this sect; n will be contained a Reading and Language Arts 
category. 

Materials are listed within categories by title and corresponding 
publisher. Following each title will be a number (or series of numbers).
